Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sobaje asserted that the arguments presented in the after final 
amendment were not attorney arguments, but rather were presented in the specification and sworn to and therefore 
were evidence that the combination of Manchester and Shiragaki would not function. Although the examiner had 
stated in the previous office actions that the arguments were merely attorney arguments, the examiner now realizes 
that the arguments were presented as fact. However, in considering the argument, the examiner stated in the interview 
that the combination would in fact be operable and would cover claim 1 . Mr. Sobaje presented the argument that upon 
switching the scramblers and descramblers would no longer be synchronized and therefore the combination would not 
be operable. The examiner then made the point that the combination would be operable at least until the point of 
switching and that would be enough to cover the claim. Furthermore, there is no requirement switching in the claim, 
and as long as the combination never switched, it would be operable and read on the claim. As such the examiner has 
clearly considered the argument that the combination would not be operable and does not find the argument 
persuasive. The examiner also presented the suggestion of adding a limitation upon RCE to the independent claims 
similar to "upon switching synchronization is maintained between the scramblers and the descramblers", which seems 
to be what the applicant feels sets the invention apart from the prior art, and which would overcome the combination of 
Manchester and Shiragaki. 
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
